The Old Pioche Method Not Mach 
Better Now. 

‘* Talking about the Australian bal- 
lot law,”’ said an old timer, ‘‘ I’d like 
to have had ’em try it.on in early 
days in Pioche.

He was 
lected, much to the disgust of the 
ame element, and on the evening 
when the result of the election was 
known, Phil, in high glee, was pussing 
the corner of Meadow Valley and Le- 
cour streets, and as he went through a 
crowd of his enemies, he heard one of 
them say, ‘Hisht, there’s Big Phil.

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A BANKING SCHEME. 


A Proposition to Abolish the 
~ Present System.

Three Thousand Governmental Banks a« 
a Substitute—They to Loan Money 
to Borrowers at the Rate of 


Four Per Cent. 


Thomas E. Hill, of Hill’s Manual, 
has been for some years engaged in 
farming at Prospect Park, II, and, 
from a farmer's standpoint, he gives 
the following suggestions on banking 
in an interview with a representative 
of the Chicago Inter Ocean: 

Why oceasional money stringency? 
other failures people become frightened 
and hide their money. Two causes have 
combined to produce recent failures. 
One has been the late era of real es- 
tate speculation in the vicinity of large 
cities, inflating values to a point that it 
had to stop.
